Six In His Party 
Injured By Rioters 
On Caracas Arrival

CARACAS. Venezuela tf) — Vice 


President Nixon today refused to 
cut short his Venezuelan visit af- 
ter narrowly escaping injury at 
the hands of howling, rock-throw, 
ing mobs. But he sat tight in the 
heavily guarded U.S. Embassy 
and canceled public appearances. 


In a show of force President 


Eisenhower meanwhile r u s h e d 
1,000 Marines and paratroopers to 
U.S. bases in Cuba and Puerto 
Rico, only.three hours flight time 
from Caracas. The U.S. Defense 
Department said they were avail 
able if the Venezuelan government 
sought assistance,- but the coun- 
try's ruling military junta showed 
no inclination to ask for such aid. 


Junta Head Gives Assurance 
Junta chief Rear Adm. Wolfgang 


Larrazabal gave assurance there 
\would be no repetition of the riots 


in which spitting, stoning youths 
— apparently urged on by 'Com- 
munist agitators — injured six 
members of the Nixon parties and 
four Venezuelans greeting them as 
they arrived from Bogota. 


Nixon was unhurt but told re- 


porters he was ."covered with spit 
from head to foot." He added that 
one of the mob spat directly in 
Mrs."Nixon's face at the airport. 
Windows in the cars were broken, 
showering the party with glass. 
The cars were dented and covered 
with spit and eggs.. 


Larrazabal .expressed deep re 


gret. He said orders had gone out 
to take strong measures against 
demonstrators, but that he would 
never order guns turned on Vene- 
zuelans. Larrazabal's car also was 
stoned as he returned from a call 
on Nixon at the embassy. 


Leaders of Venezuelan's three 


main political parlies made a na- 
tionwide broadcast Tuesday night 
condemning the anti-Nixon riots 
and urging the Venezuelan people 
to conduct themselves with sere: 
nity and dignity. 


Civic and educational leaders 


also joined in a radio program 
similarly condemning violence and 
appealing for order and decorum. 
Interior Minister Numa Qucvcclo 
in a statement deplored the dis- 
orders and said they "do not af- 


, feet the traditional cordial rela- 


tions between the United States 
and Venezuela." 


Quevcdo said the junta had or- 


dered those responsible for the 
riots to be found and punished. 
• Nixon said he was canceling all 
appointments that would take him 
into the tense capital so that 
further violence might be avert- 
ed. The parly leaves for Wash- 
ington Thursday, winding up the 
eighl-nation South American tour.

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Reds Not Alone To Blame For Series Of Outbreaks

WASHINGTON W— The United 


States sought evidence today of 
Communist inspiration for the vio- 
lent rioting against Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon in Caracas. Venezuela. 


But officials recognized other 


causes, political and economic, as 
contributing tQ Ihe explosion of 
anti-U.S. hatred which has marred 
Nixon's good will lour and lefl the 
nter-Amcrican good neighbor pol- 
icy badly ballcred. 


In lerms of damage to U.S. 


prestige, moreover, the impact of 
the atlack on Nixon appeared lo 
be increased by oulbrcaks else- 
where in the world dangerous to 
United States interests. Some of- 
ficials .said thai in Ihis respect 
Tuesday was one of Ihe worsl 
days they could recall. 


Although the rioting around Nix- 


on's party drew major attention, 
the most dangerous situation for 
basic American interests appeared 
lo be in France, which stands at 


the heart o( the North Atlantic

BALTIMORE tfi - A'five-way 


Democratic scrap in' Western 
Maryland and some bizarre hap- 
penings in Baltimore's 4th District 
have enlivened an otherwise dull 
congressional primary in Mary- 
land this year. 


The state's seven incumbent 


congressmen haven't had a hand 
n it. Six arc unopposed for re- 
nomination and the seventh, Rpe. 
James P. S. Devcreux, is leaving 
.he House to run for governor on 
the Republican ticket this fall. 


Two districts will have no con- 


gressional primary at all. Snow 
[lill Attorney Thomas F. Johnson 
is unopposed foe-Democratic nom- 
ination against veteran Republi- 
can Rep. Edward T. Miller of Eas 
ton in the 1st District covering 
nine Eastern Shore counties. Har- 
ry Kemper, an East Baltimore 
grocer, has a free ride through 
the primary as the Republican 
nominee against Democratic in 
cumbcnt .Edward A.. Garmatz in 
the 3rd. 


What fighting there is has been 


among members of opposition 
parties wanting to unseat the 
three other Democrats and one 
Republican seeking reelection in 
November. ' 


Most of this has been concen- 


trated in Western Maryland's'6th 
6th District, which covers Mont- 
gomery. Frederick, Washington. 
Allegany and Garrett counties and 
makes .up the state's largest gco 
graphical area represented in 
Washhigton. 


The" incumbent is Republican 


Dewitt S. Hyde of Bethesda. seek- 
ing his fourth term in November. 
Four of the five hoping to win the 
Democratic nod against him also 
are residents of populous Mont- 
gomery County. 


The only Western Marylandcr 


in the race is Edward D. Storm, 
a 46-year-old Frederick attorney 
and former State senator. He has 
been waging an active campaign 
in Montgomery and believes he 
also will pull more Western Mary- 
land support than the others next 
Tuesday. 


Political observers rate Storm 


as one of the three front runners, 
along with John R. Folcy of Ken- 
sington and James II. Mann of 
Poolesvillc. 


Folcy, 40-year-old O r p h a n s 


Court judge, was the Democratic 
nominee against Hyde in 1956 and 
polled the largest vote ever given 
a Democrat for Congress in the 
district. He has been backed for 
the nomination by.the AFL-CIO 
Poltical Action Committee.

Labor Legislation 


IT WOULD BE a great losj to the 


country, and a blot upon the Congress, 
if no labor legislation at all were to 
emerge from Washington this year. In 
the present condition of confusion and 
hesitation, thai danger certainly exists. 
Congress is besieged with labor bills 
which range all the way from the mild- 
est of. measures to punitive proposals 
whose clear purpose Is to damage legiti- 
mate organized labor. 


OBVIOUSLY there can be no place 


on pur statute books for destructive 
legislation. But neither will any sound 
objective;be served by the passage of 
weak, watered-down ' bills having. the 
appearance but not the real substance 
of regulation. The 1957 congressional 
inquiry into labor's affairs revealed an 
acute need for proper disclosure and 
policing of the finances of unions and 
their officials. It also showed that stiff 
controls are required to keep unions 
out of the hands of gangsters and 
racketeers. Out of the welter of legis- 
lation now in the hopper, out of the 
testimony being taken by the Senate 
subcommittee, must come some pro? 
gram which meets those needs.

AT FIRST IT seemed that labor 


was unwilling to concede there was a 
need. Fortunately for his stature as 
labor's head and a leading public

Meany has now, seen '-fit to approve a 
list' of bills which would accomplish 
regulation of union financial affairs. 
He and others still resist. howcvcr.jinjL 
effort to assure, democracy/and free- 
dom from criminality in union manage- 
ment. They take the view that this is 
labor's business. The difficulty is that 
labor unions today are heavily invest- 
ed with the public interest. Gangsters 
in control can not only cripple the 
economy at a stroke, but exact vast 
tribute from an often unsuspecting 
public. Caution in regulation is wise. 
But this is no place for the gentle hand.

WOMEN'S. PLACE in the larger 


life outside the home has been grow- 
ing steadily for decades. The trend 
began long before women got the vote. 
It has put the ladies in positions of 
trust and responsibility in business and 
politics.

Now and again, however, a man 
of the old school rises in wrath to smite 
•the trend right in the face. Such a one, 
evidently, is Andrew Knutson of Oklce, 
Minn.

June 30 next, an important 


group of taxes will automatically 
drop if no affirmative action i.s 
taken.

They 
added a pica to the industry for 
price cuts. 


MANY MEMBERS of Congress 


Mill hope for a general tax reduc- 
tion affecting a wide range of 
their constituents. They arc re- 
luctant to make any moves in a 


narrow area until they are abso- 
lutely persuaded that President 
Eisenhower will not send them a 
general bill. 


The same squeeze is approach- 


ing on a wide variety of issues 
Congress must either take up or 
decide by merely setting them 
aside. Leaders have set July' 15 
as their adjournment goal, this 
being nn election year in which 
members arc more than ordinar- 
ily anxious to return to their 
fence-mending. 


Already absenteeism is a prob- 


lem in both House and Senate. 
Members go home for their state 
primaries and find troubles to 
keep them away. With the Con- 
gress .so narrowly divided and all 
the difficult issues cutting across 
party lines, this is even more 
. than usual upsetting to the whips 
charged with lining up the votes. 


The Eisenhower decision on 


taxes lies in closely with Reci- 
procal Trade extension. The tariff 
lobby has enthusiastically cm- 
braced llic recession as another 
reason for greater, protection of 
home industry: they will be even 
more vehement if industry fails 
to gel meaningful tax cuts. 


SPEAKER Rayburn has issued

THE FIGURES show that a 


steady drift away from the policy 
has been taking place in the 
South. At the same lime the in- 
fluence of Eisenhower has helped 
it materially in the Republican 
Midwest. 


In 1945, 206 Democrats voted 


for the bill and only seven Re- 
publicans.

In 1955, the Democratic ayes 


fell to 140—almost entirely a tex- 
tile Southeast loss—while 06 Re- 
publicans approved, nearly all 
from the Midwest Farm Belt.

Near Fatal Mishap 


A similar accident 
occurred 


less than a mile from the scene 
of today's mishap on October 19, 
1955 when five persons were 
killed instantly. 


In the 1955 accident, which was 


caused 
when a tractor-trailer 


truck lost its.brakes and raced 
at speeds of 100 miles per hour, 
a man by the name of Samuel J. 
Brenneman, 29, of Springs, Pa., 
was killed.

Olen Brenneman is a second 
cousin lo the deceased man.

Chester Road, Brenneman's truck 
rammed inlo the small island lo 
catcd there, tearing off the stop 
signs. The impact ripped off the 
rear dual wheels on the truck 
and the vehicle continued approx 
imately 140 yards up to anothei 
island at the Braddock intersec 
tion.
